RiiANY ot you have, we imagine. 
at one time or another heard 
i or read something about the Manor 
j of the Maske. 
Have you wondered 
just what it was and where located? 
Probably you have so we are in­ 
clined to think that a brief history 
of this manor would be interesting 
to many people. 
In the year 1736 William Penn 
purchased all Hie region lying wrest 
of the Susquehanna from the In­ 
dians.

I WONDER why it is, that there is not more of the thing that brings such 
joy. health, and companionship into the world. I refer to laughter. 
How thrilled is the mother over the first smile of her baby—and then 
later when it laughs out loud! 
The late J. M. Barrie wrote of his Mother that there was “no such 
laugh as hers save from merry children.” And then he adds: “The laugh­ 
ter of most of us ages, and wears out with the body, but hers remained 
gleeful to the last, as if it were born afresh every morning.” 
Perhaps there Is no medicine in the world quite as effective and 
spurring to the body, as well as to the soul, as this laughter, which is the 
most natural of human gifts. “Laugh, and the world laughs with you,” 
said Ella Wheeler Wilcox, in her famous poem.

Laughter is like a shower. 
It freshens everything and everybody 
within its radius. It lessens burdens. It takes out wrinkles from people’s 
faces. It puts spirit into the heart. It is the sunshine of the soul, break­ 
ing out!

‘—A m artial squabble and five pistol 
shots spelled the end today to the 
sensational career of Alfredo Codo- 
na, once internationally known “dar­ 
ing young m an on the flying tra ­ 
peze.” 
Codona, 43, only circus aerialist 
ever to do the difficult and hazard­ 
ous triple somersault, shot and seri­ 
ously wounded his divorced wife, 
Vera Bruce Codona, 32, and killed 
himself late Friday.
